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4. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other Qualifications, etc,— The method 
of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be re- 
laxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons, in accordance with the general orders of the Central Government 
issued from time to : time. 


5. Disqualifications. — (a; ino person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, mafries in any case in which such marriage is void by reason 
of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to the said post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who, has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post : 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any reason from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it rr.Ry, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons/ the 
post.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following jules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules. 1951, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules mav be called the Indian Telegraph (Amendment) Rules, 
1970. 

(?) They shall come into force at once- 

2. In rule 217 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said rules), for item (b) the following item shall be substituted, namely:- — 

“(b) 

(i) family names belonging to one person; 

(ii) the full or abbreviated names of places, squares, boulevards, streets, 

canals, rivers and other public ways; 

(iii) names of ships, aircrafts and railway trains or similar names; 

(iv) whole numbers, fractions, decimal or fractional numbers, written in 

words, Including those in which the figures are represented separately 
or in groups and expressions written in words, indicating a percentage 
or per thousand value or indicating multiplication or a dimension. 

For Kxample:—

G.STt, 101. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
f,300 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulu- 
ing recruitment to the combined Research Cadre of Class I and Class II posts in 
n 'e Ministry of External Aflaira, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
External Affairs Research Cadre Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
- vrazeite. 
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2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed but shall not apply to the Research posts in the 
Economic Division of the Ministry of External Affairs. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, the 
classification thereof and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified 
In columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connect- 
ed therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: — 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the <&se of: — 

(a) Government servants, and 

(b) Candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes or 

other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Initial Constitution and Fixation of Inter-se Seniority. — (i) Every officer 
who is recruited in accordance ybth the method of recruitment prior to the 
constitution of the combined cadre and who at the commencement of these rules, 
holds any of the posts specified in these rules shall be considered for appoint- 
ment to the combined cadre at its initial constitution by a Selection Committee 
presided over by the Chairman or a Member of the Union Public Service Com- 
mission. For this purpose, the names of the eligible officers shall be arranged 
according to the chronology of their 'selection' by the Commission/Departmental 
Promotion Committee as the case may be, the in terse merit given bv the 
Commission/Departmental Promotion Committee at a particular selection being 
maintained. (The date of confirmation of the eligible officers will not be taken 
into account for this purpose since the isolated posts In different Divisions may 
have had varying scope for confirmation), In case the date of selection by the 
Union Public Service Commission and the meeting of Departmental Promotion 
Committee is the same, direct recruits will be placed senior lo the promotees. 

Provided, however, that the inter- se seniority of the officers in the parent 
cadre shall not be disturbed. 

(ii) Officers who are not absorbed at the time of the initial constitution will 
continue to hold the posts to which they were appointed regularly and for this 
purpose the posts shall be deemed to have been excluded from the combined 
cadre so long, as they continue to hold the same. Such persons shall be periodi- 
cally considered for absorption in the combined cadre in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, 


8 . Disqualifications. — (1) No person who has more than one wife living, or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such a marriage Is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts. 


(ii) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any 
■of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or_ expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be record^ 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons/posts. 
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8 . Repeal. — The Ministry of External Affairs (Class I and Class II posts In 
the Historical Division and the United Nations Division) Recruitment Rules, 
1963, shall in so far as they relate to matters provided for in these rules cease 
to apply.

(c) “examination” means the competitive examination held by the Secre- 

tariat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs, for appointment to 
Grade III of the Service; 

(d) “regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 

Division Grade” means an officer allotted to any of the Cadres of the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service at the commencement of the Cen- 
tral Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962 or appointed thereafter 
on a long term basis to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Divi- 
sion Grade of that Service, as the case may be, according to the pres- 
cribed procedure; 

(e) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings 

assigned to them by Clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 366 
of the Constitution of India; 

(f) all other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defin- 

ed but defined in the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 
1E69, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
said rules. 

3. Holdiiig of the examination. — (1) The examination shall be conducted by the 
Secretariat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs, in the manner notified from 
time to time by the Central Government in the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Secretariat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs. ' 

4. Conditions of eligibility; — (1) Eligibility ■ — Any permanent or temporary re- 
gularly appointed officer to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service who satisfies the following conditions 
shall be eligible to appear at the examination, namely: — 

(a) Length of Service. — He has on the crucial date rendered not less than 

three years approved and continuous serrvice in the Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service or in any equivalent grade. 

Note 1.- — The limit of three years of approved and continuous service shall 
also apply if the total reckonable service of a candidate is partly in 
the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Cen- 
tral Secretariat Clerical Service and partly in an equivalent grade. 

Note 2. — Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service who are on deputation to 
ex-cadre posts with the approval of the competent authority shall be 
eligible to be admitted to the examination if otherwise eligible. This 
also applies to an officer who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post 
or to another service on transfer, if he continues to have a lien in 
the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Central 
Secretariat Clerical Service for the time being. 

(b) sice. — He is not more than 35 years of age on the crucial date. 

Provided that for the first two examinations to be held in accordance with 
these regulations, the upper age limit shall be 40 years. 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of the 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and such 
other categories of persons as may be notified in this behalf by the Central Gov- 
ernment in the Ministry of Home Affairs, from time to time, to the extent and 
subject to the conditions notified in respect of each category. 
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(2) Attempts at the examination — Unless covered by any of the exceptions 
notified from time to time by the Central Government in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs in this behalf, a candidate should not have already competed more than 
twice at the examination held after the 1st January, 1869. 

(3) Fee. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions as may be notified from 
time to time, a candidate shall pay the fee prescribed by the Secretariat Training 
School Ministry of Home Affairs in this behalf. 


(4) Special provision regarding eligibility of officen of the Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service 
Joining military service on account of the emergency.— Protection shall be afford- 
ed to officers of the Lower Division Grade or Upper Division Grade of the Cen- 
tral Secretariat Clerical Service who because of their having Joined or having 
been called up for military service during emergency, cannot appear in the exa- 
mination, in the manner specified from time to time by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Home Affairs in this behalf. 

15. Disqualification for candidature. — Any attempt on the part of the candidate 
to obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Secreta- 
riat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs to be a conduct which would dis- 
qualify him for admission to the examination. 

6. Decision ns to eligibility of a candidate. — The decision of the Secretariat 
"Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs as to the eligibility or otherwise of a 
candidate for admission to the examination shall be final and no candidate to 
whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by the said School shall be 
admitted to the examination. 


7 Results — The names of the candidates who are considered by the Secretariat 
'Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs, to be suitable for appointment on the 
results of the examination shall be arranged in the order of merit, and subject to 
the provision of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8. they shall be recommended 
for appointment in that order upto the number of appointments decided to be; 
made. 

f2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to Individual candidates shall be decided by the Secretariat Training School, 
Ministry of Home Affairs who shall not enter into any correspondence with the 
: Individual candidates regarding results. 

-8 Appointments. — (1) Success in the examination shall confer no right to 
appointment unless the Central Government are satisfied after such inquiry as 
may be considered necessary that the candidate is suitable in all respects. 

(2) Save as provided in sub-regulation (3), appointments on the results of 
-anv examination shall be made to the extent of the available vacancies in the 
order of merit of the candidates recommended for appointment by the Secretariat 

"Training School Ministry of Home Affairs, subject to reservations for the candi- 
dates of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in accordance with the orders 
issued from time to time by the Central Government in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs in this behalf. 

(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
yyho are considered by the Secretariat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs 
to be suitable for appointment on the results of the examination with due regard 
to the maintenance of efficiency of administration, shall be eligible to be appoint- 
ed against the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit in the examination. 

9 Penalty for impersonation or other misconduct.— A candidate who is or has 

been declared by the Secretariat Training School, Ministry of Home Affairs guilty 
of impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents, or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect Or false 
or of suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to any other irregu- 
lar or improper means for obtaining admission to the examination or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in.

— Where the Central Government is of opinion xhat it is 
neceswrv or expedient so to do, it may, after consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons.

— (1) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eli- 
gible for appointment to the said posts. 

(2) No Woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that 
it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be record- 
ed in writing and in consultation with UPSC, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons/posts.

(Department of Economic Affairs) No. S.O. 953, dated the 19th February, 1909, 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, 
till the 31st August, 1969; 


And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 20th 
March, 1969, 


And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received from the public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 52 read with 
•section 56 of the said Act the Central Government, after consultation with the 
Reserve Bank of India, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Banking Regulation (Co-operative Societies) Rules, 1966, namely : — 


• 1. (1) These ruies may be called the Banking Regulation (Co-operative Societies) 
(Amendment) Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In rule 10 of the Banking Regulation (Co-operative Societies) Rules, 1960, 
for Explanation 2, the following Explanation shall be substituted, namely: — 

“ Explanation 2- — In the case of a co-operative bank the deposit liabilities of 
which, as at the end of the period to which the accounts and balance- 
sheet relate, do not exceed ten lakhs of rupees, a display, in a conspi- 
cuous place at the principal office, and at every place of business of 
such bank, of a copy of Ihe balance-sheet and profit and loss account 
with the auditor’s report shall be deemed to constitute compliance 
with the provisions of this rule".

G.S.R. 211. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 27 of the Foreigr 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (7 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules namely:— 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Foreign Exchange Regulatla 
(Publication of Names) Rules, 1970. 

2 . Definitions. — In these rules unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (7 of 1947); 

(b) “Director” means the Director of Enforcement appointed under the Act; 

(c) "section” means a section of the Act. 

3. Publication of names and other particulars of persons. — (1) Subject to tha 
provisions of rule 4, the Director shall, once in every three months, cause to bo 
published in the Official Gazette the names and addresses and other particulars 
specified In sub-rule (2), of the following categories of persons, namely: — 

(a) persons who have been convicted by a Court for contravention of any 

of the provisions specified in sub -section (1) of section 23, 

(b) persons who have been adjudged by the Director to have contravened 

the provisions specified in sub-section (1) of section 23, where 

(i) the persons had, on a previous occasion, been similarly adjudged by 
the Director or convicted by a Court; or 

(il) the penalty imposed or confiscation adjudged by the Director is in 
relation to Indian currency or foreign exchange of the value of 
Ru. 10,000 or above. 
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(2) The other particulars referred to in sub-rule (1) are — 

(a) the provisions of the Act contravened; 

(b) the particulars regarding the penalty imposed; 

(c) where the Court or the authority adjudging has directed confiscation 

under sub-section (IB) of section 23, the particulars regarding such 
confiscation; and 

(d) where the Court or the authority adjudging has directed that the foreign 

exchange holdings of the person convicted or adjudged, as the case 
may be, should be brought back into India, the particulars regarding 
such direction. 

■Explanation.— In the case of a firm, company or other association of persons, 
the names of partners of the firm, directors, managing agents, secretaries and 
treasurers, or managers of the company, or the members of the association, as 
the case may be, may also be published If, In the opinion of the Director, the 
circumstances of the case justify such publication. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), the Government may, 
if it is satisfied that it is necessary or expedient in the public interest so to do, 
direct the Director to publish the names, addresses and other particulars specified 
in sub-rule (2), of any other persons who have been found guilty of any contra- 
vention of the provisions of the Act or of any rule, order or directions made there- 
under. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, the Central Government 
may, if it is satisfied that it is necessary or expedient in the interest of investiga- 
tions under the Act, security of the State, friendly relations with foreign States 
or otherwise in the interest of general public, so to do, direct the Director that 
names of any persona may not be published. 

4. Publication under rule 3 to be made after the specified period. — No publica- 
tion under rule 3 shall be made until the time for presenting an appeal to the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Appellate Board under section 23E, or to the High 
Court under section 23EE, as the case may be, has expired without an appeal 
having been presented, or such an appeal having been presented, has been dis- 
posed of.
